~ & STUDY OF NOSES: 


Some Words of Advice as to Feminine

Iam not prepared to reply, retorts a 
writer in the New York Herald, except that 
as @ woman my own sex has been the book 
most freely open to my perusal, and eccen- 
tric features of any sort seeming to suggest 
certain dominant traits in the possessor.

THe death of David 8. Terry has 
created as great a sensation and 
brought forth as many comments 
as any local incident that has oc- 
curred in the past. This is owing 
in part to the semi-desperado char- 
acter of the deceased and part to 
the high official character and per- 
sonal standing of Judge Field, over 
whom the national authorities had 
placed a guard to protect him 
from the deceased who was the 
ally as well as the husband of a wo- 
man who played the principal part 
in a blackmailing scheme that 
scarce has a parallel in history. 
The public are fully advised as to 
the legal questions involved since 
the arrest of David Nagle, the 
slayer, who proved worthy of his 
trust, and Judge Field, who was 
discharged from custody, at the 
suggestion of Governor Waterman 
and upon the recommendation of 
the Attorney-General of Califor- 
nia. 

At first there was a respectable 
array of talent secured to aid in 
the prosecution of both Marshal 
Nagle and Judge Field. This ar- 
ray wrs prompted by several 
motives, among which was noto- 
riety, and a chance to satisfy per- 
sonal hate, by compromising Judge 
Field, and indirectly the whole 
Judiciary. The main thrust was 
personally at Judge Field and 
through him the highest tribunal 
of the world. From some cause 
Attorneys White, McGuire and 
Turner have abandoned the case 
pending in the United States Court 
against Nagle. The result will be,

as we believe, the discharge of 


Nagle, who was warranted in doing 
as he did by both the facts and the 
law. It is hoped that no character 
will again spring up who will 
attempt to avenge his personal 
defeats like Terry did, and should 
there be one so disposed he will 
merit a like fate. 


THE apparent failure of the 
Charleston to develop quite the 
horse-power called for by the con- 
tract, while exceeding the speed 
anticipated, has provoked some 
discussion. It has been held that 
as speed is the desired result of 
horse-power it would be better to 
contract for speed direct, instead 
of getting at it in a round-about 
way. That,says the San Francisco 
Bulletin, would do very well if the 
Government contracted for a ship 
of certain tonnage, speed and ar- 
mament, with general conditions 
regarding plans, construction, etc., 
leaving contractors to reach those 
results intheirownway. It would 
net do so well when the Govern- 
ment furnishes detailed plans and 
calls for bids. The Government is 
then responsible for the relations 
of model to power. Thg con- 
tractor would not guarantee a cer- 
tain speed unless permitted to ad- 
just those relations himself. Of 
course, steamship construction is 
so far a ecience that, given certain 
lines and power, the speed can be 
very closely calculated. The main 
question is whether the Govern- 
ment prefers to plan its own ships 
and trust the execution to con- 
tractors, or to depend upon them 
for both plans and execution under 
certain broad conditions. 


Two more jury bribers have 
been sent to State Prison for long 
terms from Sap Francisco, making 
four in all up to date.

Pariiameat Prorogued. 
By Cable and Associated Press. | 


Lonpon, August 30.—Parliament is 
prorogued until November 16th. The 
Queen, in her speech of proroguation, 
said: ‘“‘Our relations with other 
powers continue most cordial. Since 
the beginning of the session nothing 
has happened to diminish our confident 
expectations of an unbroken European 
peace.”’ 

After referring to the successful cam- 
paign in Egypt against the Dervishes, 
the speech continues: ‘‘ The confer- 
ence upon the affairs of Samoa, consist- 
ing of the representatives of Great 
Britain, Germany and America, which 
assembled at Berlin last Spring for the 


regulation of the government of those 
islands, completed its work, and this 


instrament has been accepted by me. 


and by the Emperor of Germany, and 
now awaits the assent of the American 
Senate.”’ 

The speech then touched upon the 
coming conference at Brussels on the 
African slave trade, the settlement of 
the African boundaries, the controversy 
with France, and other matters of 
minor interest. No reference was 
inade to the Behrin Sea controversy. 

It continues : much regret that 
the pressure upon = r time prevented 
the passing of the bill conferring a re- 
sponsible government op my subjects 
in Western Australia, and trust this 
very desirable object ‘will be effected 
at an early period.

The Great London Strike.

Lowvon, August 30.—The indications 
this morning are not very favorable for 
an immediate settlement.

A manifesto was issued early 
this morning, solemnly appealing to 
the workers in every calling in London 
to strike on Monday next, unless the 
demands of the workmen are acceded 
to. The final demands are for a six- 
pence an hour for a regular day’s work 
and eightpence an hour for over time, 
counting from 6 P. m. until 8 a. M. 
Under the contract system the pay is 
to be me pes during the regular 
working hours and a shilling for over- 
time, nobody to be employed for less 
than four hours. A mass meeting of 
workingmen has been called for Sun- 
day at Hyde Park. 

A manifesto has been signed by all 
the London qdabor organizations, in- 
cluding the Stevedores’, Sailors and 
Firemens’ Unions, numbering 60,000. 
The accession of these unions is most 
important.

The Elko Independent of the 20h | 
inst. says: This morning Robert 
Skaggs, who was in search of Ken- | 
drick, the murderer of Otto Hugo, dis- | 
covered his game secreted in an old | 
cellar at the old Faxon place in La- 
moille, and after some parley Ken- 
drick was induced to give himself up | 
on the promise of Skaggs that he 
would be taken immediately to the 
county ‘jail. Kendrick, it seems, was 
anxious to reach a place of safety, as 
he was aware that a mob was on his 
trail. Skaggs and his prisoner on 
horseback, accompanied by arother 
man, then started as fast as their 
horses could travel for Elko. On the 
road they discovered bv the rising dust 
that they were being followed, but 


they pushed on and succeeded in 
reaching the summit within a few 
miles of town when they were over- 
taken by about a dozen masked men 
who, with guns presented, demanded 
the prisoner, and, under the circum- 
stances, Skaggs could do no less than 
surrender him, which he did and 
came on to town. 

Upon hearing his story there was 
hut one opinion and that was that 
Kendrick @xpatiated his enor- 
mous crime in t@king the life of an 
innocent man by being executed with- 
out judge or jary. Shortly after noon, 
however, Sheriff Barnard and H. J. 
Keith came in with Kendrick who was 
immediately locked up in jail. 

After gettirg possession of the mur- 
derer the mob started on their return 
toward Lamoille, as there was no tree 
in the neighborhood where they took 
him large enough for a gallows. On 
the way they came suddenly upon 
Barnard and Keith, who were travel- 
ing in a buggy in search of Kendrick, 
and without being commanded to do 
so the pri was delivered to the 
Sheriff and the y continued their 
journey toward Lamoille. Thus was 
a splendid sensational item nipped in 
the bud by the inopportune appearance 
of the Sheriff, whose presence was 
welcomed by Kendrick, who without 
doubt concluded that he had seen the 
sun rise for the last time; and the 
maskers will hereafter have occasion 
to rejoice that the blood of a fellow 
being is not upon their hands.

He had the notion 
that he had inherited ‘a short-lived consti- 
tution,”” whatever that may be. The life 
insurance people had asked him, in their 
curious catechism, whether he resembied 
his father or his mother the more strongly, 
and if either, which. This was a revela- 
tion tohim; he had never thought of it be- 
fore. Heconcluded that he resembled his 
father, who had died at thirty years of age. 
My friend is already forty-six. His phy- 
sicijan assured both his wife and me that 
nothing gravely threatening was the mat- 
ter with him. We found—his devoted wife 
and I—that his father had died of fever 
contracted on the Isthmus. But it is no use, 
the poor dunce has the notion that he is to 
fade away “like Ins father.’’ Of course 
this is nervous fatigue, nothing more nor 
less ; it is incipient nervous prostration. But 
the item of heredity in the case presents a 
common delusion. 

People presume on longevity as well, be- 
cause they “come of a long-lived family.’ 
Singularly, a gentleman boasted this other 
extreme to me the week before last. He 
was quite sure of advanced age, ‘because 
his father, grandfather, and away back ali 
his ancestry were long-livers.’’ And yet as 
I write, that very gentleman is dead. 

lam certain that poth hope and fear are

It may be true 
that longevity or short life is inherited; but 
the trace is so feeble that in the battleof life 
it is not worth either expecting or dreading. 
if you get such a notion into your head it is 
a fatuous demon. Your father, for in- 
stance, died at sixty years ofage. You 
will dread the epoch. You will erect a 
stone wail of fatalism for yourself right 
there. Unconsciously to yourself you wil! 


continually be calculating upon it with ap- | 


prehension. You will not talk about it, 
even to your wife, till you have approached 
your fifty-eighth year; then, as you geta 
trifle worn, and perhaps sick, some day, 
you willletout your fear. It will torture 
your loved ones; it will baffle your physi- 
cians as they wonder what can ail you, and 
you are ashamed totellthem. It will actu- 
ally cripple your nervous force, subtract 
from your stock of vitality; and there is lit- 
tle doubt that the pure, unmixed foolish 


ness may hasten your death. Your father | 


will have had nothing to do with your 
death; but you may hasten your own death 
by psychic depletion. There is far more 
evidence that men do actually cause their 
own premature death by apprehension 
than that a hereditary limit causes it. 

To presume that you inherit the longevity 
of a grandfather who lived to four-score is 
even moreabsurd. It may not have been 
vitality with the old gentleman at all. 
may have had ano more powerfulorganism 
than ordinary men. Buta quiet, unevent- 
ful life, exceptionally free from any heavy 
strain, may have kept his heart throbbing 
solong. If you are hard pushed and over- 
doing; if you solace your alarm by refer- 
ring your guilty mind back tothe shadowy
